Legislative record was also commend 
ed, but W innebago Democrats laugh at 
this, asserting th a t he was wrong and 
not with the party on the school ques 
tion and th a t th ere are other party 
flaws in his record. 
To the Chicago papers dispatches 
were sent stating th a t this was the 
“ re g ula r” Democratic convention, and 
this also causes W innebago Democrats 
to smile a large sized smile. 
T he action at Oregon recently means 
a bitter fight in the party in th a t dis­ 
trict from now on. 
T he W innebago 
members of the senatorial com m ittee—

Bacha- 
rach, the other nominee, has retained 
counsel to fight th e m atter, and th ere 
seems to be little question but w hat he 
w ill win out.

run, and in th a t event his nam e would 
get so far over on th e ticket his friends 
would have hard work finding it on 
election day . 
Dire threats have beeD made as to 
what will be uone in the future if W il­ 
son persists in rem aining in 
the field, 
and it is just possible th a t th e state 
committee will succeed in pulling him 
out of the race when the state conven­ 
tion meets at Springfield—July 14. 
This view of the affair comes from 
the Rockford people, who
